Tucson, Sept. Fort Apache, near where 
the massacre occurred, is 210 miies from 
Tueson by wagon road. By taking trail 
from McMillan about fifty miles can be saved. 
During the rainy season tne trail is impassa- 
ble, and’ at best little time is saved in 
going that way. The country is mountainous 
and full of ‘caijions, suitable for ambushing 
and surprising the enemys The mountains 
are covered with pine and other timber, and 
streams of running water abound. In fact, 


it is the best timbered aud watered section of 


the Territory. There are many 
| STRONGHOLDS IN THE MOUNTAINS 
in whieh a mere handful of determined men 
could successfully resist the advance of a 
hundred times their number. The Apache 
country is séttled almost entirely by Mor- 
mons, ahd it is reported here that there is an 
understanding between them and the Indians. 
Tho excitement in Tucson is intense, and 
there is talk of organizing a force of vélun- 
teers and proceeding against the San Carlos 
Agency. Universal indignaton is expressed 
at 
THE CONDUCT OF INDIAN-AGENT TIFFANY. 
He has studiously denied that there was any 
danger of trouble, and repeatedly asserted 
that none of tne agency Indians were off the 
reservation, It is claimed by thuse well in- 
formed in the matter that “so large a body 
of Indians could have been absent without 
knowledge of the agent, and had he informed 
the military of the fact, the disaster would 
doubtless have been averted. 

THE WHITE MOUNTAIN APACHES 
ate the most warlike, and have always been 
considered superior to any other branch of 
the numerous subdivisions of the great 
Apache Nation. They number. ail told, 
about 800, and have never yet been thorough- 
ly subjugated. For the last few years they 
have occupied the northwestern portion of 
the San Carlos Reservation, and have drawn 
their annuities from the * Agency, near 
Fort Apache. 

T. J. — 

che dest authority on the Apache Indians, 
has been interviewed by a Star reporter. He 
says: “If the scouts have turned against 
our soldiers it means a general outbreak of 
the Apache Nation.” He has predicted sev- 
eral times the danger of the scouts turning 
traitors. He believes the massacre fully as 
bad as reported.

Gen. Eugene A. Carr, the gallant com- 
mander who fell at the head of his troops, 
was one of the most distinguished officers in 
the army. He was aman of distinguished 
appearance, and was respected and loved by 
all his subordinates. Officers who knew him 
well say that his reputation is unex- 
eelled. He had a thorough experience 
as an Indian fighter, and they are loath to 
believe that he could have met his death had 
he not been completely overpowered or be- 
trayed by the treachery of the Indian scouts. 
All of the officers at the headquarters mourn 
his loss as that of a dearly beloved brother. 
He was 
ONE OF THE MOST RELIABLE OFFICERS 
serving under Maj.-Gen. McDowell, and, as 
his record given below shows, had proved 
his capability and bravery in a hundred bat- 


capable of enduring great fatigue and heavy 
marches, and it is said that he has met 
with several accidents which would 
have completely disabled an ordinary man.

THE FORT NOW FALLEN OF IN DANGER. 

Camp Apache is an old post situated at 
the base of a huge mountain-range at the 
@asterh border of Arizona, in latitude 33,8 
degrees north and longitude 109.9 degrees 
west of Washington. To the northeast are 
the White Mountains, whence this particu- 
lar band of Apaches take their name. The 
post Is not fortified, and consists simply of 
a Collection of log-cabins for the atcommo- 
dation of the troops located there. To the west 
of the post is a deep canon about sixty feet to 
the bed of a mountain In 
a line along this, and h their 
rear doors opening on it, Are the officers 
quarters, which consist simply of a line of 
rude log huts, Before them are the four 
lines of log hats comprising the quarters of 
the common soldiers. At the north are long 
log houses for the Quartermaster and Com- 
missary. At the south are similar buildings 
used for the hospital ahd for the storage of 
the sutier’s goods. Along the east line of 
the camp area row of heavy huts uséd as the 
mess-houses of the co es, with further 
additions in the way of stables and out- 
houses. The post, as already stated, is 

NOT FORTIFIED, 

and the main reliance in case of an attack 
consists in this cordon of heavy buildings 
pierced with loopholes, the eamp being pro- 
tected on the east by the deep ravine. Ina 
case like the present, where au overpower- 
ing force of hostile devils was present ready 
to slip in between the gaps of the buildings, 
while half of the garrison was lying dead 
miles away, it would be natural to suppose 
that the post would be surrendered and its 
unfortunate defenders massacred. 

The post was garrisoned by Companies E 
and D of the Sixth Cavalry, and Companies 
D and E of the Twelfth Infantry, all under 
command of Gen. Carr. The regimental 
headquarters of the Sixth Cavalry, Gen. 
Carr’s regiment, were at Fort Lowell, and 
the General had been transferred to Fort 


Apache only a few months ago, when 


troubles with the hostiles seemed imminent. 
Letters received from him at Fort Apache 
state that his wife and son were with him at 
the post, and if rt was captured, as re- 
ported, it is almost in that they were 
butchered. 
CIBICU CREEK, 

where the massacre of the cavalry occurred, 
flows inte Salt_ River ata point about forty 
miles west ef Fort Apache. It is in the mid- 
dle of narrow defiles, lofty mountains, and 
bottomless precipices, The trail is narrow 
and tortuous, and the place is admirably 
adapted for a fight after the Indian fashion 
where the troops are placed at a great dis- 
advantage. 

From the reports which eame in by the 
couriers, and from the fact that the first re- 
ports mention the names of no officers of lin- 
fantry, itis believed that Gen. Carr started 


out with the two companies of cavalry, 


numbering about 100 men, leaving the in- 
fantry to guard the post. If the band of 
White Mountain Apaches whom he met were 
at their best they could easily muster 500 
warriors, and after overpowering the cavalry 
it would have deen an easy matter to eapt- 


ure the post. These White Mountain Apaches. 


belong to the same breed of hostiles as those 
under Victorio and Nana, who have been 
committing outrages in New Mexico for 
years. They have of late kept rather quiet, 
but the outbreak was anticipated, to some ex- 
tent at least.

said, this morning, that the President's life 


depends upon instant removal. Dr. Boyn- 


ton said he was no better than he was last 
Sunday. “ He is very weak; he had a bad 
night.” The surgeons assign no cause for 
this troubled night. It was thought that 
possibly the talk of yesterday about re- 
moval to Long Branch might have occa- 


‘sioned it, or that the improvement of yes- 


terday was another one of thosedays of im- 
provement which precede a relapse of which 
there have been several in the case. W hat- 
ever the cause, the marked improvement of 
yesterday did not continue, and the morning 
bulletin caused a close watch to be kept 
upon his symptoms during the day.

While 
Lieutenant-Governors have acted as Wov- 
ernors in the absence of the Governor from 
the State at times, in almost every adminis- 
tration, there never has been, that I know 
of, any question as to when his right began 
and ended, except in one instance. If 
the time shall come when the President is so 
disabled as that it becomes the duty of the 
Vice-President to act, I shall have no fears 
that the Vice-President would step aside 
when the President’s disability passed 
away.”’ 
GOV. PALMER 

was next visited, and took an opposit view. 
Ive no doubt but that the duties of the 
Presidency have already, under the Consti- 
tution, devolved upon the Vice-President. 
The language of the Constitution, as it relates 
to this subject, admits of dispute which 
is not singular, for I find men can dispute 
about anything. The language is: In case 
of the removal of the President from office, 
or of his death, resignation, or inability to 
discharge the powers and duties of said of- 
fice, the same shall devolve on the Vice-

though very little was said on the subject in 
the convention or by the early writers. 
HAMILTON, 
in the ‘Federalist,’ gives a half-page to the 
Vice-President, and says of him that he may 
océasionally become a substitute for the 
President, and then compares the office to 
that of the Lieutenant-Governor, ‘ Who pre- 
sides in the Seriate and is the constitutional 
substitute for the Governor in casualties sim- 
ilar to those which would authorize the 
Viee-President to exercise the authority 
and discharge the duties of Presi- 
dent.“ The President is a mere 
magistrate without personal power or rights 
other than such as are conferred upon him 
by the Constitution and the laws, in order to 
enable him to execute his official duties. 
When the individual elected to the office of 
President becomes unable to discharge the 
duties and powers of the oflice, they, by the 
mere force of the Constitution, pass to the 
Vice-President. This view is attended with 
some difficulties. It is feared by some and 
claimed by others that Arthur should, as I 
think he ought, at once enter upon the dis- 
charge of the dutias of the Presidency. He 
would not or ougi ot refuse in case of the 
recovery of Mr. ield, to vacate the office.

might possibly take that course, but we have 
a right to expect him to do his duty, and cer- 
tainly all the precedents in the State Govern- 
ment would be against him.

JOHN A. JAMESON. 
CONGRESS SHOULD BE CALLED TOGETHER 
TO PASS A LAW ON THE SUBJECT. 

To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune. 

Cutcaco, Sept. 3—The question of the 
succession to the Presidency when the Pres- 
ident becomes unable “to discharge the 
powers and duties” of the office turns upon 
the mode of determining when the contin- 
gency ot his “inability” has arisen. The 
Constitution not pointing out the person or 
department who should be authorized to 
declare the existence of the contingency, 
there are but four modes in which it could 
be determined—the first by extraofficial in- 
tervention; the second by the voluntary ac- 
tion of the President confessing his inability 
and calling on the Vice-President to assume 
his powers and duties; the third by the ac- 
tion of the Vice-President himself; and the 
fourth by the law of the land. 

AS TO THE FIRST: 
itis not pretended that it pertains to the 
official duty of any Government officer or 
department, with the possible exception of 
the Vice-President, or to the people in any 
number or capacity, to make the needed 
deciaration. The Cabinet is but the Presi- 
dent, and inherits all his constitutional dis- 
abilities. When he dies or resigns, it dies or 
resigus. When he sickens and becomes un- 
able to discharge his powers and duties, it 
contracts a similar inability. Though what 
it does is the act of the President, it cannot 
do all that a President may do. It cannot 
put an end to his official life by confessing a 
judgment of incapacity in his name, though 
as individuals they may put an end to their 
own life by the unfamiliar act of resigning 
their offiee. 
THE SECOND MODE 
supposes what is not in the present case true, 
that the President has become convinced of 
hisown disability, and has resolved to lay 
aside his office. ‘Though a succession mighit 
be thus determined in a single case, it could 
not be relied upon as a settled constitutional 
rule. The greater the inability the less 
might be the power or the disposition to see 
and acknowledge it. 
AS TO THE THIRD MODE. | 

Is it probable that, constitutionally, the 
Vice-President has a right to declare the 
happening of the contingency? It is im- 
possible to ignore the political hazards that 
would attend a construction of the Constitu- 
tion which would permit it.

NO INABILITY WHILE HIS MENTAL FACUL-

The continued discussion of the question 
of the President’s alleged inability to per- 
form the duties of his office, and the variety 
of views growing out of that discussion, led 
a TRIBUNE reporter yesterday to call upon 
Judge Trumbull for an expression of his 
views upon this somewhat puzzling constitu- 
tional point.

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ANOTHER massavre of troops is reported 
from thefrontier. Thursday last Gen. Carr’s 
force, consisting of 110 men and seven offi- 
cers, were attacked about thirty-five miles 
from Camp Apache, Arizona, in the White 
Mountain Reservation, close tu the New 
Mexican line, by a foree of about 500

THE ERA OF VIOLENCE. 

There has not been a day during the past 
week that Tux TrmmuNe has not recorded 
one or more attempts of persons in this city 
to kill others with the revolver or knife. The 
record is not confined, however, to the past 
week. Its parallel can be found in the 
columns of THe Tuner for months past. 
Scarcely a day has passed without its mur- 
der, and not a day without one or more des- 
perate deeds of violence. Although the past 
week is hardly up to the average, its record 
is sufficiently disgraceful and bloody. On 
Sunday last Tun TRIBUNE reported an at- 
tempted murder of one cplored man by 
another, because the former had failed to pay 
his rent. On Monday one man was shot by 
another. On Tuesday a woman set off with 
her husband to shoot a man, and the husband 
accidentally shot himself. On Wednesday 
one-man was stabbed by another in a quarrel, 
and an employé in a packing-house stabbed 
his foreman. On Thursday a printer in 
a scuffle was shot and killed in some mys- 
terious manner, and the tragedy was rounded 
off by the sudden death of the person sup- 
posed to have shot him. On Friday one 
teamster nearly pounded another to death 
with a stone, a man lu a fight with another 
was stabbed three times, and in a fight be- 
tween four roughs two of: them were shot. 
Yesterday’s record included two boys. se- 
verely cut by another boy but 17 years of 
age, and a man accidentally shot by a detect- 
ive. It is a fitting-conclusion to this record 
of crime that a crazy man should run a-muck 
in our streets and shoot five of our citizens! 
And this has not been a good week either for 

the knife and the revolver. 
here has never been a time in the history 
of Uhicago when crime has been more fre- 
quent and criminals of every hue have plied 
their yocations with more impunity than 
during the past two or three months. ‘There 
has not been a day without its shooting or its 
stabbing, and if the public interfere they are

In all this, perhaps Chicago is not worse 
off than other large cities, though in other 
cities these pests of society are compelled to 
keep themselves and their uncleanliness 
away from the public gaze, and the ruffians, 
and bullies, and murderers are punished for 
their offenses. In this respect, the condi- 
tion of Chicago is deplerable. Scores upon 
scores of murders have been committed 
here during the past few years, and not one 
of the murderers has been hanged. Vio- 
lence of every sort is rampant in our streets, 
and there is no protection against it. The 
police are either inefficient or else they are 
powerless to prevent it. The authorities pay 
no attention to it. The best Mayor Chicago 
has ever had sits im his easy chair and gives 
no heed to it, or passes it off witha joke 
when his attention is called to it. There is no 
personal security from danger on our public 
streets. There are laws against the carrying 
of deadly weapons,. They are not enforced, 
It is to be presumed there are laws against 
the using of them. These are not entorced. 
There are penaities for murder. ‘These are 
not enforced. The pistol and the knife rule 
Chicago, and will rule it until the authorities 
express some det@fnination to check it. The 
honest and respectable people of Chicago 
have been very patient, but they have borne 
it about as long as they can. Some head 
must be made against this torrent vf, crime, 
some assurance of security must be given by 
the administrators of law, or the citizens will 
take the matter into their own hands and 
enforce the laws for themselves. When that 
time comes these dens of vice will be swept 
out of sight; the streets will be made secure; 
murderers will be hanged. It may be a des- 
perate remedy, but the disease is a desperate 
one. If the authorities are wise they will 
look to it. 


COLLECTING CHURCH TOLLS. 

England has had some disturbing ques- 
tions of policy strongly presented of late 
years. In the recent Land bill the Govern- 
ment has madea great departure from its 
ancient policy in the matter of land tenures 
in Ireland, especially in giving to all leases 
a permanency of fifteen years, and in estab- 
lishing a special tribunal to determine all 
questions as to the rental value of the land. 
It has also made au even greater departure 
in the way of offering to loan to tenants 
three-fourths of the purchase price in 
order that they may become proprietors. 
These wise concessions to Ireland will 
naturally lead to a demand that they be also 
extended to the fafmers of England and 
Scotland. The English Parliament a few 
years ago disestablished the Church fh lre- 
land, and since that time there has been a 
growing varty demanding the disestablish- 
ment of the Church in England. Just now 
the country is agitated by the demand of a 
newly organized party, which seeks a de- 
parture from the long-established free-trade 
policy of England, and the adoption of a 
reciprocal trade, or in lieu thereof the sys- 
tem of retaliatory duties. 

Parliamentary refarms in the way of man- 
hood suffrage and representation according 
to numbers are possible within a reasonable 
time, and when these have been secured there 
will be a general movement in favor of the 
disestablishment of the Church in England. 
It often happens that a trifling circumstance 
will precipitate even a revolution. and that 
the special defenders of a special abuse them- 
selves often furnish the pretext by some III- 
advised proceeding for the speedy abolition 
of such abuse. A recent case of the demand 
and the enforcement of that demand, bya 
rector of a parish in Kent, England, has at- 
tracted great attention and discussion in that 
country, and it is more than likely that this 
case will go far, not merely towards the abo- 
lition of the clerical right, but to the radical 
result of the disestablishment of the Church. 

The question was one of tithes. Formerly, 
the clergyman of each parish was entitied to 
receive from his parishioners tithes, or one- 
tenth of the product of the land. After va- 
rious changes of the law, running through 
several centuries, tithes were changed into a 
charge upon the land, payable annually in 
the shape of rent, the amsgant being ascer- 
tained atcording to the Rverage price of 
corn .or wheat dur en preceding 
years. These are ordinagy tithes, but there 
is known to the law what called extraor- 
dinary tithes, or special tithes, when the land 
is of a superior value and produces a greater 
or more valuable crop. This is made to ap- 
ply to gardens, hop-fields, ete., where the 
yield is greater and of a greater value than 
the wheat-fields. In the London papers of 
Aug. 15 gman the following advertise- 
ment:

This advertisement was inserted in the 
papers by the tenants, their purpose being to 
make the sale as notorious and as offensive 
to the public mind as possible. It appears 
that the tenants, the brothers Bath, had con- 
verted some woodiand into a hop field, and 
the rector, against the advice of the other 
landholders, demanded an extraordinary 
tithe amounting to about £22, or $110, or 
equal to about $8 an acre. Payment having 
been refused, he issued his warrant of dis- 
tress, and seized the stack of hay. 

As might be expected, the advertisement 
attracted great notice, and the tenants had 
issued invitations to numerous clergymen 
and the farmers of the county to be present 
at this instance of the rapacious demand of 
the clergy of the Church authorized to col- 
lect such a tax. One clergyman before the 
sale made an address in which he pointed out 
that the tax was of itself unjust, and that its 
collection was calculated to injure the 
Chureh. After various speeches, in which 
the whole tithe system was strongly de- 
nounced, those present passed resolutions in 
which they reaffirmed a statement made by a 
committee of the House of Commons, that 
extraordinary tithe-rents were an. impedi- 
ment to agriculture, hampering new cultiva- 
tion, and it is expedient that they be abel- 
ished. The London Times thus describes 
the proceedings at the sale:

A portion of the clergy, 
however, claim that they have not only a 


legal but a divine right to be supported by a 


share taken from each man’s earnings, and 
they resolutely defy public opinion and fall 
back upon their rights. They claim with 
Blackstone that this is due them jure divino, 
and they will net forego that claim. Black- 
stone thus wrote upon the merits of the tithe:

of men who are separa from the world, 
excluded trom other lucrative professions for 
the sake of the rest of mankind, Bave a right to 
be furnished with the necessaries, conveniences, 
and moderate ¢ojoyments of life, at their ex- 
pense for whose benefit they forego the usual 
means of providing them. 


The world has moved far away from the 
days when these lines were written. Com- 
pulsory support of the clergy has ceased to 
have the approval of mankind. In England 
it is especially irksome, because there the 
clergy who receive these tithe-rents repre- 
sent but a fraction of the people who have to 
pay them. The result is inevitable, a popular 
antagonism to the Church which the law 
empowers to collect them.

THE PRESIDENT AND HIS SURGEONS. 

It is ground for substantial encourage- 
ment in the President's case that the most 
favorable outside expert opinion of his con- 
dition emanates from a very high medical 
and surgical authority—the London Lancet. 
It pronounces the fall of the patient’s tem- 
perature and his less frequent pulse “a 
thoroughly safe criterion of increasing 
strength,“ and the evidence of the subsi- 
dence of blood-poisoning”’ ; and adds: This, 
together with the improved power of diges- 
tion, the ability to sleep soundly, mental 
clearness and cheerfulness, affords solid 
grounds for a hope of recovery.” The Lan- 
cet regards the President's strong constitu- 
tion as an important factor in the case. It 
says: “ The case is a Striking illustration of 
the power of a good constitution to hold up 
against illness that would certainly have 
siled a feebler person.“ 

he Lancet concludes: ‘*‘ But another fail- 
ure in the President's digestive powers or 
Symptoms of blood-polsoning might at any 
time turn the balance against him, and what 
we haye hitherto insisted upon so often we 

e bound to repeat—that President Garfield 
will not be out of danger until the wound Is 
healed,” 

This may be accepted as the most trust- 
worthy outside expert estimate of the Presi- 
dent’s actual condition, and of his chances 
of recovery, yet given to the public. It may 
be presumed to be entirely free from pro- 
fessional envy and jealousy, and as much 
cannot be said of many of the opinions of 
American surgeons. But it is based on 
precisely the same knowledge of the case as 
the local opinions, and is therefore entitled 
to more weight. It may be assumed, too, 
that the Lancet in the main approves the 
treatment of the case so far as it is known 
to the public; ferit can have no motive to 
conceal its views, or withhold adverse crit- 
icism if occasion calls for it. 

This carefully-considered, clearly-deliy- 
ered opinion ought to go far to relieve the 
President’s surgeons: of the irritation and 
annoyance of severe and necessarily un- 
informed strictures. No surgical case ever 


involved more responsibility. The strain 


upon the attending surgeons has been im- 
mense. Io their natural solicitude in behalf 
of a patient so illustrious, and their pride of 
professional reputation at stake before 
the world, has been added. the public 
anxiety and impatience, to spur them 
to a supreme effort. If we reflect 
calmly upon the fact that cases of recovery 
from wounds similar to that of the President 
are very rare indeed; that with his strong 
constitution and great will-power he almost 
suecumbed to the immediate shock of the 
bullet; that he has escaped none of the or- 
dinary effects of a terrible gunshot wound 
in the body; that the season, and. the situa- 
tion in a hot, malarial climate, were of the 
most unfavorable character for recovery— 
when all these circumstances are considered 
itis a matter of astonishment not that the 
period of convalescence is still postponed, 
but that the President still lives, and lives 
with “solid grounds for hope of recovery.“ 
We think that the President's surgeons are 
entitled to the confidence of the public in 
large measure, The struggle has been of the 
most desperate character, and it is still des- 
perate. The surgeons have borne the oppro- 
brium heaped upon them with rare patience 
and meekness, but it must have Irritated 
them sorely, and to a degree weakened their 
power to grapple with the case confided to 
their care and skill, From this on it is to be 
hoped that confidence will take the place of 
distrust, and words of encouragement the 
place of carping criticism, slander, and de- 
traction. 4 


The country may well adopt the views of 


the London Lancet, and take heart of rea- 
sonable hope. There was atime when the 
President’s powerful will codperated with 
the surgeons in every effort of scientific 
skill. There was another time when the 
poisoned blood mounted to the brain and 
almost dethroned it, when the patient’s mind 
wandered, and the strong man lay helpiess, 
with no power longer to struggle. It was 
in that moment of almost universal despair 
that the modest, quiet wife exhibited the 
majesty of true womanhood—that woman- 
hood which never ceases to hope and never 
ceases to struggle. That time is happily 
past. Out of the very valley of the shadow 
of death God, the noble wife, the surgeons, 
and the nurses brought back the President. 
Once more the reason of the patient is clear 
and unclouded. Onee more his will asserts 
itself, becomes an important factor in the 
problem of life or death, and tips the scale in 
favor of life. Hope has taken the place of 
despair—hope in the Executive Mansion, 
hope in the hearts of all the people, 
— —.——

racks and consequently take up room on the 
seats, Meek inen look longingly at the room 
they hare paid for, are squelohned with a 
glance of the woman who owns the impedi- 
menta, and stand up, inwardly swearing. 
Other women having impedimenta fight it 
out on that line with varying degrees of suc- 
cess, according to the strength of mind of 
the original occupant and the firmness with 
which she entertains the singular theory of 
the riglits of occupation. During the 
journey there is a respit, but as the terminus 
nears the old struggle recommences, and 
is aggmvated by fresh suspicions on 
the part of the owner of the impedi- 
menta, which assume the form of har- 
rowing questions, such as, Will the bag 


gage be safe? Has any of it been broken?. 


How will it get to the next station or to the 
hotel? What must go in the baggage-wagon 
and what must goin the carriage?—besides 
equally harrowing anxieties as to the safety

about by passers, and the integrity of the 
small dog, which is trodden under foot indis- 
criminately. 

Muchof this trouble might be avoided by 
drawing a line somewhere, and the line 
might be drawn by assuming that nearly all 
the comforts of life can now be obtained at 
summer resorts. For instance, in Chicago, 
now the most attractive of all summer re- 
sorts, special pains have been taken so to 
provide for travelers that they shall not 
miss the comforts of home, This is now 
done everywhere, and it is no longer neces- 
sary to carry such mountains of luggage.

FOREST FIRES. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

OLEAN, N. X., Sept. 2—It would seem, 
from the latest intelligence received from 
the fire-beleaguered districts, that the de- 
struction had been more extensive and dam- 
aging than has been previously reported. 
News reaching here from different sections 
of the agricultural districts of Cattaraugus, 
Chautauqua, and Albany and adjacent coun- 
ties is to the effect that the situation is of the 
most alarming nature. The drouth that 
has prevailed here six weeks has been unpar- 
alleled in the annals of Western New York 
and Northwestern Pennsylvania for its ex- 
tent and severity. Crops of all kinds, partic- 
ularly grapes, corn, and many other 
smaller fruits, have been entirely rained. 
The farmers and dairymen are bitterly 
complaining, and it is frequently d nightly 
occurrence to hear prayers offered up for 
the early approach of rain. Not a Sabbath 
dl uring the period that the great drouth has 
existed has passed but what prayers have 
been offered up by pastors fer rain, 

THE FOREST FIRES 
which were supposed to have been extin- 
guished by the slight shower of Thursday 
night were notentirely quenched, but simply 
subdued. After the moisture had been ab- 
serbed by the heat the flames were rekindled 
and another period of disaster was coim- 
menced. The situation in McKean County, 
Pennsylvania, did Allegany County, in this 
State. has been extremely disastfous since 
the previous special sent. From a 
careful estimate it is safe to say that forty- 
five oil rigs have been destroyed, 100,000 bar- 
rels of oll consumed. Some of the 25,000- 
barrel tanks filled with crade and refined 
oleagenous compound were in imminent 
danger at one time, but the strenuous labor 
of between 14,000 and 15,000 men, who worked 
allday and night, secured them from de- 
struction. Between 1,500 and 2,000 wells 
have shut down for lack of water to run the 
engines and machinery. From advices re- 
ceived from points along and adjacent to the 
line of the New York, Lake Erie & 
Western, New York, Pennsylvania & 
Ohio, Erie,. Buffalo, New York &

$1,000,000, ie fires that started on Thurs- 
day near Cuba, an oil town on the New York, 
La e Erie & Western Railroad, are still burn- 
ing at a terrifie rate, and while nothing but 
property of little value has been destroyed up 
to this writing, it is feared from the rapidity 
with which the flames extend that immense 
disaster may yet occur.

Be Shown This Year.’ 


Some Notable Works Well Wor- 
thy of Attention and 
Admiration. 

The Paintings More Advantageous! 
Displayed than in Previous 
Exhibitions. 


The ninth annual exhibition of the Luter- 
State Industrial Exposition of Chicago will 
commence next Wednesday evening, and as 
the Art Hall is the most attractive feature, 
the objective point toward which all visitors 
first wend their way, a few impressions 
gained from a hasty vrivate view will per- 
haps be of interest. In the first place, 
the pictures are not s0 humerous as 
in former years, and are con- 
sequently seen to much better advantage 
with a glimpse of dark drapery between 
them than when crowded together as here- 
tofore, an additional advantage being gained 
by the opportunity to hang them all low, al- 
though the electric light with whieh the 
galleries are to be illuminated is said to be 
very favorable to the “skied ”—pictures 
which are benefited by being nearest to the 
apparatus, The colors are also said to retain 
the same value and tone as in daylight. All 
lovers of fine engravings and etchings will 
regret that the chronological exhibition from 
the rare collections of Mr. James L. Cilag- 
horn, of Philadelphia; which, together with 
the collection from the New York Etehing 
Club, formed the attraction of Gallery A last 
year, could not have been continued this 
season. It was thought, however, that the 
interest taken in this branch of art by the 
general public was not sullicgient to justify 
the immense amount of labor and trouble 
necessary to properly classify and arrange so 
many examples as would suflice to 
cover the space allotted to them last year. 
Galiery A is, therefore, devoted to the use of 
the very fine watercolor collection, number- 
ing 160 specimens of the work of our best 
American artists, including the nineteen Pu- 
ban studies of Mr. F. Hopkinson Smith. 
These consist of spirited and dashing sketches 
of life in Spanish America, which were ob- 
tained during a winter’s tour iu company 
with a party of society peopie who were en- 
tertained by the plantersand given an op 
portunity to see everything worth see- 
ing in their quaint old towns 
A touch of color is added te 
this room by the case containing 
sixty-eight pieces of falenee, exhibited by 
James A. Caldwell, of Philadelphia, at one 
side of wiich stands the og upon which 
are — the celebrated bronze medall- 
ion portraits of Augustus St. Galuens, who 
has made a special study of modeling in 
low relief, and whose well-trained hand and 
highly cultivated taste are shown by these 
scholarly productions. 

The contributions of Mr. Arthur Quartley 
form one of the most important features 
the collection. Upon the opposit of the 
scteen from the St. Gaudens bronzes are 

laced six of his black-and-white oil pnint- 
ngs, that in themselves form a charming ex- 
hibition. With the simple medium of Diack 
and white, Mr. Qaartley has produced 
results showing that form without color 
can sometimes leave nothing to be 
desired. Mr. Quartiey is also represented 
in the oil and water-culor collections by sev- 
eraloft his most important w he being 
induced to make a collected exhibiuon in 
Chicago rather than distribute his pictures 
among various exhi held at this sea- 
son, and thus afford! arare opportunity 
for visitors to study the works of one of the 
most talented artists of this country. 

No special loan collection was made this 
year, but the foreign pictures are interspersed 
with those of American art. Chicago artists 
have been especially well treated in this re- 
spect, some ot the bettet ones occupyi 
prominent places, As you enter Gallery B, 
the tirst ay — attract attention js The 
Oid Roadway,” by George Inness. Thisisa 
large picture, and a superb piece of color 
and light, replete with fine woodland senti- 
ment. It is a profound pleee of work, mer- 
iting careful study. 

“ Paternal Pride, by Edgar M. Ward, 
shows the interior of a peasant’s cottage, all 
the N of which are wondertully 
treated. The father stands — 2 watch- 
ing the babe, whose fond mother holds it in 
her arms. This pictare was shown in the 
Salon of last year, and was thought worthy 
of engraving together with another by an 
eminent French artist, in a publication whieh 
selected only two pictures weekly for illus- 
tration. 

»The Funding Bill,” by Eastman Johnson, 
isa notable picture, painted with boldness 
and precision. Itis said that one evening 
while receiving a visit from his brother-in- 
law, Mr. Rutherford, and a fellow artist, wiro 
is the author of the charm little crayon- 
heads of children that are much photo- 
graphed, the two guests became engaged in 
earnest conversation, and unconsciously 
struck expressive attitudes, “Don’t stir!” 
exclaimed Mr. Johnson; and he imme- 
diately made a large charcoal sketch 
of his visitors, which he completed from 
sittings which they afterwards gave him. 
The Seren are full of animation and life,

gether.

BOLD BURGLARY. 


One of the Meobbers Arrested and the 
Goods Becevered. 

Towars 3 o’clock yesterday morning Mrs. 
Chalmers, the daughter of Allen Pinkerton, 
the great detective, was awakened out of 
her slumber by burglars ransacking the 
lower apartments of her residence, No. 
272 West Monroe street. She awoke 
her husband, and he in turn awakened 
his father, Thomas Chalmers, his brother, 
and his brother-in-law, who occupy the west 
half of the double house. All the while the 
burglars could be heard hustling about to 
find their way out of the house, and, as upon 
previous occasions the burglars had forced 
entrance from the rear, the gentlemen 
armed themfelves and took up pos- 
uon near the upper rear windows. 
Unfortunately, the burglars—there were 
three of them—had entered from a neighbor- 
ing yard, and, leaving the house as they had 
entered, were able to skulk along a fence, 
Which afforded them almost complete pro- 
tection from the marksmen at the windows 
above. Their shadows alone could be seen, 
and eight or nine shots were dis- 
charged by the inmates with no 
other effect than to alarm 
entire neighborhood, and summon to the 
scene Ufficer Walton, who travels the post.

Entrance to the residence was effected 
through a pantry window opening to the 
east, divectly beneath which is 
nh small space between the house and 
the fence of the next door neighbor's yard. 
The window is protected by three three- 
fourths-inch bars, the centre one of which 
the burgiars pried out of its sockets. ‘They 

ad evidently been a long time in the house

“Only two grandchildren of Daniel Webster 
are now living—Mrs. James Geddes Day and

Paragruphs similar to the above have a 
peared ic different journals semi-annually for 
several years, and have, without exception, 
been incorrect. 

Daniel Webster had but three children— 
Edward, Fletcher, and Grace. Edward, who 
never married, was killed in the war with Mex- 
ico; Fletcber, who was killed at the first Bull 
Run, married Miss Caroline Story White, of 
Salem, Mass.; Grace married Samuel Appleton. 
of Boston, Mass. The children of Pietcher and 
Caroline were: Daniel, Ashburton, Grace, 
Julia, and Carrie. Daniel died chlidless in eari 
manhood, Ashburton died unmarried in 1877, 
Grace and Julia died before reach maturity, 
Carrie, the widow of James Geddes Day, died at 
Marshfileid, Mass., on the 16th inst., leaving no 
children.

sincé Wednesday has enabled the farmers to 
get in their crops, though they are very 
badly damaged. All the new wheat 
that I have seen had sprouted, and 
is therefore unfit for baking purposes, 
for | the flour of sprouted. wheat, 
besides being too sweet, will not rise in 
dough, The crop all round is not much over 
60 per cent of an average one. Just now, the 
supply of foreign wheat belhg unusually 
small, the farmers are getting high 
pricds, which will in some measure 
compensate them for the deficiency, but 
the arrival of foreigu cargoes will soon 
cause a decline. The loss by this disastrous 
season will principally fall upon the land- 
lords. For the last two or three years they 
have been “hanging up” the rents, and 
there is hardly a farmer who does 
not ewe at least an eighteen 
months’ bill. This year the tenants hoped 
to be able to clear off the arrearages, but, 
instead of that, they will be compelled te ask 
for another year’s credit. The landlord who 
has to meet the settlements and jointures on 
his estate, come rain of shine, will bé forced 
to clup on another mortgage, and many 
of them, already mortgaged up to the 
eyes, will have to settle with the Sheriff. 1 
saw @ great mauy farmers in my recent ram- 
bles through the midland counties, and they 
told me that a bad crop this year would drive 
them out of agriculture altogether. It is a 
hard thing for a man Who works early 
and late to have the fruit of his toil de- 
stroyed for seven years in succession, and it 
is just as hard forthe landlord to have to 
weight himself down with a new mortgage 
betore he is able to pay the first year’s 
intereston the last one. The weather is 
stillextremely cold and unseasonable, and 
the growth of the root crops has been 
checked,

THE FRENCH * CONQUEST.” 
A HARD TASK, 

LONDON, Sept. 3.— A Paris correspondent 
of the Ii mes says the eleetigns were undoubt- 
edly hurried in the behef that large rein- 
forcements would be shortly sent to Africa, 
and no sooner are the elections over than 
preparations for the dispatch of troops to Af- 
rica are apparent in all directions. A- 
though, according to the calculations of an 
opposition paper, fifty-nine battalions, each 
500 strong, are already there, being one-sixth 
of the peace effective. Nobody disputes, 
however, the nécessity of these reinforce- 
ments. The Bey has lost all authority over 
the tribes and his soldiers. Europeans 
dare not stir out of the coast towns, 
and the cry of all unofficial telegrams 
is for more troops. A military newspaper 
asserts that the ambulances are crowded. 
Typhoid fever is raging. One battalion 
which was 605 strong in July is now reduced 
to 440. An equipage train has fifteen dead 
and twenty-five sick out of 100 men, and the 
mortality in some regiments is 148 out of 
1,000. It is evident that France will have to 
subjugate Tunis inch by inch. Persons ac- 
guainted with the country allow three years 
for the operation. It is certain, after four 
months’ occupation, that French authority is 
now at the lowest point. In Algeria also the 
prospect is discouraging. 

THE RETREAT OF GEN. CORREARD. 

LONDON, Sept. 3.—A correspondent at 
Tunis who personally visited the scene of 
hostilities shows that Gen. Correard was 
really compelled to retreat, because he was 
surrounded by Arabs, and feared his whole 
party would be cut off, as they were running 
short of ammuuition. During the retreat 
Gen. Correard was perpetually attacked by 
swarms of Afabs, who were fortunately 
under no regular organization, or they might 
have caused a serious disaster. 

Another French columu which is near 
Seaghouan is in a critical position, as the 
Arabs, clated by their success against Gen. 
Correard, are surrounding it. Even the road 
from Bizerta te Tunis is becoming unsafe. 

Gen. Colonieu has withdrawn from Mache- 
ria on account of the lack of troops and 
scarcity of provisions.

THE RAILROADS. 


EAST-BOUND FREIGHTS. 


Although east-bound freight rates were 


lower last week than the week before, yet 


freight shipments have not inereased and 


they foot up nearly the same as those 
of the previous week. During the week the 
rates made by most of the roads were from 
10 cents to 124¢ cents per 100 pounds, while 
the week before all the roads but the Grand 
Trunk charged 15 cents. Such rates under 
ordinary cireumstances would have resulted 
in a large increase in shipments. The prin- 
cipal causes why shipments were not higher 
were that some of the Eastern roads have be- 
come blockaded on portions of their lines 
owing to the switchmen’s strike, and others 
because for some weeks previous they 
have done an unusually large business. The 
Erie suffered from the first cause, the 
Grand Trunk from the latter. The prevail- 
ing rate now is on the basis of 12% cents 
per 100 from Chicago to New Tork, 
which is two and a half cents better 
than the rate made at the beginning of tne 
week. There is no prospect that rates will 
go higher than 12% cents very soon. Some 
of the roads, the Pennsylvania and the Bal- 
timore & Ohio for instance, claim that they 
are taking no business to New York at less 
than 15 cents, as they can get all the traffic 
they want to I hiladelphia and Baltimore on 
basis, and they are therefore-content at 
resent to let the Vanderbilt roads take the 
New York business at the 12\-cent rate. 
‘The Grand Trunk has not competed for the 
business with usual vim, because some por- 
tions of its line were blockaded during the 
first part of the week, as was also the Erie, 
its principal New York connection. As 
svon as this line is open again 
and can handle all the business 
that offers, it is likely that rates will again 
be forced down to 10 cents. It is not likely. 
however, that lower rates will have the effect 
ot increasing the shipments over what they 
were during the past week, as the cougtry 
has been well drained of the old 2 
the new crups are not yet coming forward to 
— extent. The total shipments of flour, 
grain, and 1 by the six lines leading 
east from this city forthe week ending Sept. 
3 were 35,945 tous, against 55,473 tous for the 
week previous.

* Bleak House.” It is twelve years since the

The new building of the Chicago Homeo- 
pathic College, at the corner of Wood and 
York streets, is rapidly approaching comple- 
tion, and is one that mérits particular notice 
as adding greatly to the architectural beauty 
of the city, besides representing a most suc- 
cessful and popular medical institution. It 
was erected this season, the foundation be- 
ing laid last May, to accommodate the stead- 
ily increasing classes at the old College, cor- 
ner of Michigan avenue and Van Buren 
street, and is said to be the largest college 
building devoted to the teaching of homeop- 
athy in the country. It is situated 
directly . the Cook County 
Hospital, which is conceded to be one of the 
best equipped hospitals in the country, and 
which furnishes in its clinics, surgical 
operations, and autopsies unsurpassed ad- 
vantages to students. It is in the same 

uare as the Rush Medical College, the 

oman’s College, and the Chicago Training 
School for Misses, and is in close proximity to 
the — ome. The structure is 
four stories high, not including a deep base- 
ment, and the style of architecture is gen- 
deny 4 othic, modified bya mansard roof. 
It is built of pressed brick, with stone trim- 
mings, and presents an exceedingly attractive 
and imposing appearance. The frontage 
on Wood street, where the main entrance 
is located, is seventy-two feet, and runs 
back a distance of seventy-eight feet on 
York street, where there is a side entrance. 
Both fronts are provided with broad flag- 
stone pavements, and the main entrance is 
approached by massive stone steps. 
THE INTERIOR FINISH 
is — but extremely neat, and the con- 
veniencés which the whole possesses as a 
college could 1 be exceiled. On the 
first floor is a clinical leeture- room. provided’ 
with 100 opera chairs with desk attachments, 
a large waiting-room, a medicine-room, resi- 
dent phiysician’s office, free dispensary, 
six consultation-rooms. On the sec- 
floor are two large cloak-rooms, 
lecture-rooms, 54x42, provided 
with 150 -opera chairs, arranged in 
amphitheatre style a chemical laboratory 
20x30, fitted up with tables to accommodate 
thirty-six students in practical work at one 
and an anatomical museum 20x32. On 
the third floor, in the centre, is located the 
clinical amphitheatre, 64x42. running 
through the fourth flodr to the circular sky- 
light, eighteen feet in diameter.

The following circular relating to the action 
to be taken by Coliectors of Customs against 
protests filed against assessments of duty was

TREASURY VEPARTMENT, WASHINGTON, Aug. 
23, 1581.—Protests filed with Collectors of Cus- 
toms, under Sec. 2031 of the Revised Statutes, 
against the rate or amount of duties assessed 
on formal liquidation of an entry, have been 
r regarded as merely preliminary to the 

ppeal to the Secretary of the ‘lreasury, which 
the same section requires prior to a decision by 
the Treasury Department upon the case. The 
Department holds that a true construction of 
the law, under the decisions of the courts, re- 
quires the Collector, upon receipt of such pro- 
test, to examine the grounds ot the protest, and, 
if it be found that the parties are entitled to the 
relief claimed therein, either under any decision 


eof the Treasury Department or otherwise, and a 


sufficient protest has been filed, that a reliquida- 
tion of the entry should be made without submit- 
ting the case to the Treasury Department. Col- 
lectors ot Customs will take action 47 
and the excess of duties paid in such cases will 
be repaid as an excess of deposit.

‘ STEBRING VESSELS BY ELECTAICITY. * 

A patent has recently been taken out fora 
means of steering a ship by electricity. The 
apparatus is the invention of W. F. K an 
Edingburg electrician, and was recently tried 
on board a steamer sailing between Glasgow and 
London. Its object is to dispense with a helms- 
man and make the compass itself steer the ship. 
For this pu the compass card is fittea with 
an index which is set to the true course, and one 
degree on either side of the true course two 
metal contact pins are adjusted; each pin is 
connected to a single Daniell cell, and when the 
ship deviates as much asa degree from her 
course to one side or the other the index 
comes into contact with one or other metal pin. 
The result is that a positive or negative current 
flows and actuates a hydraulic apparatus which 
works the helm.

The Grand Jury reported that they had ex- 
amined into a number ef cases of homicide, 
and in most cases indictments had been 
found. Some of these cases were not sup- 
ported by sufficient legal evidence to convict 
the accused, and the indictinents were found, 
as the report states. more because of the 
apparent expectation thata Grand Jury will 
indict wherever a human life has been taken 
than because legal evidence was presented 
fixing a crime upon anybody.

Keenan’s Alibi Very Badly Shattered 
on Bebuttal Testimony. 

The trial of John Keenan for the murder 
of Mr. J. P. E. Hensley was resumed in the 
Criminal Court yesterday morning..

It foliowed of course 
that no one had stolen a ride in this particu- 
lar car on that particular occasion, and when 
itis remembered that Keenan’s alibi rests 
entirely on his allegation that he and his 
associates rode in that car, the inference that 
his alleged night-trip to Oak Park and re- 
turn was a figment ofthe brain will readily 
suggest itself.

CITY SANITATION... 


Another Batch of Horribly Filthy Ten- 
ement- Houses. 

The report of Mr. Genung, Chief Tenement- 
House Inspector, for last week, shows that 
184 houses were examined. They contained 
2,410 rooms, which were occupied by 686 fam- 
ilies, consisting of 2.928 persons. The In- 
spectors served forty-six notices and abated 
thirty-nine nuisances, the latter including 
the following: Defective plumbing repaired 
and traps supplied, fifteen; defective drain- 
age repaired, sixteen; privy vaalts cleaned, 
seventeen; sewer constructed, one; filthy 
premises cleaned, four; Walls, etc., white- 
washed, sixteen. Three suits were brought 
against parties for not complyimg with no- 
tices, and one of the defendants, Ferdinand 
Furber, of West Erie street, who was once 
before fined 850, was assessed $100. 

The following was taken from the repo rts 
of the Inspectors: 

No. 216 Holt street, owned by Albert 
Joszseck & Co. Basement avercrowded, be- 
ing occupied by seven families of twenty- 
seven persons.

Last weck * ment wus given in Naples in a 
case of fraud which has attracted considerable 
attention from the position ot ore of the de- 

endants, Young Lovatti up to à few years

youths to be found in all Italian towns, 
decently connected and nominally an artist. 
It was his Hl-luek to meet with a Bel- 
gian lady who is describe’? as neither young 
nor beautiful, but who had, according to her 
own nt, a fortune of 30,000,000 francs left 
her by M. Jacob, Minister of Police under the 
Empire, the copy of whose will she had deposit- 
ed with a 8 at Naples. This the notary ac- 
tuaily had. but it seems he nad expressed 
doubts of its geauineness. How much of the 
story Lovatti believed * be told; but he 
married Mile. Vandeule, taking cure, however, 
as the prosecutor's counsel pointed out, only to 
go through the religious ceremony, which is not 
legally binding: and the happy pair proceeded 
to spend their thirty millions.

SATISFACTORY PROGRESS HAS BEEN MADE 
DURING THE PAST WEEK 
in the development of the enterprises in the 
vicinity of South Chicago, news of 
which was first given to the public by Tur 
Tamm of last Sunday. The titles 
to Mr. Jacob Forsyth's tract have 
been examined and accepted by 
the purchasers, and though the deeds 
have not passed the sale is virtually closed.

WOLF LAKE. 
REAL-ESTATE VICISSITUDES OF THE FORSYTH 
TRACT. 

The history of the property around Wolf 
Lake, so suddenly elevated into prominence 
by the gigantic schemes which have come to 
the surface within the past few days, is one 
of singular interest. Faith has been defined 
as the evidence of things not seen; and such 
was the character of the faith in the ultimate 
future of what was supposed to be the bad 
lands around Wolf Lake—the barren sand- 
hills, the sloughs, and the marshes. 

George W. Clark. a Quaker, six feet tall, 
conspicuous by the broad-brimmed hat he 
wore, will be remembered by those who 
knew Chicago before the fire as rooming in 
bachelor quarters over the law office of 
Goodrich, Farwell & Smith. He had been a 
civil engineer and surveyor, and was ac- 
quainted with every foot of land about the 

HEAD OF LAKE MICHIGAN 
and the tributary waters. At the time of the 
land sales he had purchased of the swamp 
lands belonging to the State of Indiana 
between 6,000 and 8,000 acres in the 
vicinity of Wolf Lake, and embracing the 
piece recently sold by Jacob Forsyth, as well 
as all of that west of the Wolf Lake outlet in 
Indiana, except a small lot of about nineteen 
acres at the extreme northwest corner of the 


State, and another small lot on the point be- 
tween the State line and Wolf Lake, south 
of what isnow One Hundred and Eighteenth 
street. Adjoining this he had bought of the 
Ewing estate 400 acres of land west of the 
State line, andembracing what is now known 
as the Ironworkers’ Addition to South Chi- 
cago. Ile also bought, about South Chicago 
and to the north of it, several hundred acres 
of land, includ 


Ciark’s Points which was 
named for him. in that locality didn’t 
cost much iu those days. The purchases in 
Indiana were made at $1.25 an acre, with 
one or two exceptions, and the enthusiastic 
old Quaker was very sanguine that at some 
time or other he or his heirs would realize a 
large fortune from thm.

Clark and Gen. Robert V. Clark, both of the 
regular army, Harriet Savilla Clark .and 
Sarah Josephine Clark, and Caroline M., the 
wife of Jacob Forsyth. This last-named 
gentleman—the one who has now cleared a 
cool $1,000,000 through the sale of the For- 
syth tract—was a railroad man, the Freight 
Agent of the Erie Railway in Chicago.

One morning at the Grand Pacific Hotel, 
before one of the gentlemen connected with 
the syndicate was out of bed, Mr. Smith and 
others equally enthusiastie went to his room 
and opened out on the subject that lay near- 
est their hearts. The “jubilee” man began 
by inquiring what he gould ao with all that 
piece of land after he t it. The gentleman 
occupying the room rose from his 4 
with a pencil and the edge of a sheet for a 
ruler, laid out the imore & Ohio Rail- 
road about a mile and a half from the Pitts- 
burg & Fort Wayne track, marked out 
the Baltimore & Ohio shops on one 
the Pennsylvania shops on

lots in and sold them on paper for $200 
apiece. From that minute Henry M. Smith 
was wild, Here was a scheme to realize 
$12,800,000, and he was uncontrollable. Un- 
willing to wait a moment, he drove down to 
see the Forsyths, told them all the magnifi- 
cent scheme in view, and, in course of 
time, agreed to pay them $600,000 for their 
parcel—$35,000 down, interest on the balance 
at 6 per cent per annum, and half of all the 
profits that might be realized. ‘The deeds 
were drawn up and put in the hands of John 
C. Haines, President of the Fidelity Savings 
Bank. ‘The other gentlemen, unwilling 
to face the interest account and 
division of the — backed squar 
out of the dea Smith got B. F. 
Allen to pay the $25,000, and W. W. 
Boyington, the architect, to advance a sum of 
money and to draw the plans for a big hotel. 
There was a regular * Jubilee” rush about it 
for a time, but ultimately the property all 
fell back into the hands of Jacob Forsyth, 
with the exception of portion crossing 
the outlet of Wolf Lake, and extending from 
Wolf Lake west to the Indiana State line.

COULDN’T CARRY OUT THE SCHEME. 
It was an unbalanced arrangement in the 
outset, and he couldn't get backing enough 
by it to “yr it a go.

any partin the scheme, and so it was finally 
dropped, 

Then came another funny chapter in the 
history. ,Forsyth was in want of money. 
lis 1 might be a big thing in the dim 
future, but just then he had more land than 
he had money—the yery opposit is the case 
now—and he wanted some of the latter. The 
good things of this world seem to be some- 
what unequally divided anyhow, and For- 
syth began, cudgeling his brains to see how 
he could equalize them in his particular 
case. After much negotiatiqn he succeeded 
in obtain a loan of $92,000 from the Con- 
tinental Life-Insurance Company of Hart- 
ford, to take up a matured loan of $35,000, 
originally made with George C. Smith, and 
to fund his entire indebetedness Forsyth 
gave, and the life-insurance company stowed 
away in its safe at Hartford, a mort- 
gage upon his entire tract for $163,000 
which included commissions paid and 
interest at 10 per cent for five years. ‘Then, 
having nothing to do, and nothing to pay 
for five years, Mr. mb a quietly sat him 
down among the sand-hills, and, to the pleas- 
ing accompaniment of nightly symphonies 
from an orchestra of hoarse-voiced bull- 
frogs, calmly and contentedly awaited “a 
revival of confidence.” 

It so happened, however, that along in 
1877, the Connecticut Legislature set about

of thewooden nate community, aided and 
abetted by the late J. H. Rees and Albert J.

Forsyth, who was still waiting for a return 
of public confidence, and who could ill afford 
to have his attention distracted from the one 
object of his existence, woke up, rubbed his 
eyes, demurred, said he wasn’t in funds, 
sae —1＋ told the company to go about its 

usiness and let him alone, and dropped off 
into dreams again, Thecompany promptly 
began a suit for foreclosure in the State 
courts of Indiana. Butthe mortgagor was 
not so much asleep just about this time as 
one might imagine. Girdi up his loins 
and putting forth a mighty effort, he had the 
case transferred to the United States Cou 
and has since had the extreme good luck o 
being able to fight it off for 80 long that the 
suit is now but fairly commenced, while 
the return of values, for which he 
waited some seven long years, has at 
last arrived. The great seven-year “n 
per is pow in condition to pay off his mo 
gage and discharge all his other obligations, 
and still have half a million or more to 
smooth his path down the afternoon of life. 

The title to most of the Forsyth tract, as 
will be seen from the foregoing history 
comes through the patents from the Uni 
States to the State of Indiana, and thence b 
a State patent to George W. Clark, the odd- 
looking Quaker with whom the history 
starts. The descent from him and the deed 
from his heirs to the present owner, furnish 
a title which is at once very short, simple, 
and perfect. A few of the lots have been 

rohased by Forsyth from other parties, but 
t is understood that the title to nearly every 

reel, if not every one, embraced within the 

000 acres, is upon bed rock.

The outlet at Wolf Lake affords a conven- 
leat opening for what can made 
a magnificent harbor. A number of surveys 
have already been made by the United States 
Government, which show the feasibility of a 
harbor there. In a communication by the 
Secretary of War to the Senate, Feb. 9, 1880, 
it appears that from the shore of the lake to 
a depth of twelve feet of waterin Lake Mich- 
igan, would require piers of feet in 
length. A distance of 500 feet further reaches 
a depth of fifteen feet. To reach eighteen 
feet would require a pier 2,000 feet in 
length, while the maps show that a pier 2,400 
feet in length would

at the north of the harbor—about 600 feet 
less than is required at South Chicago to 
reach a depth of fifteen feet in Lake Michi- 


gan. The cost of the work indicated is given’ 


under two plans—one at $156,000, and the 
other at $160,000. There is a bar at the outlet 
of Wolf Lake about 350 feet in width and 
entirely out of water. This, of course, 
would have to be cut through. South of the 
railroad bridges the water is about eight feet 
deep. and deepens until, under the Indiana 
boulevard bridge and for some distance south 
of that point, it is about seventeen feet. All 
all 8 the channel of Wolf River, 
as it is called, though in fact 
it is only an arm of Wolf Lake. 
the Government surveys show from eight to 
fourteen feet of water, extending in a chan- 
nel near the western shore of Wolf Lake as 
far as the Illinois and Indiana State line, 
South to a point 250 feet south of the boule- 
vard bridge, the channel is about 350 feet 
wide, and has sharply-sloping banks.

BETTER TRANSIT. 
THE UNDERGROUND ROAD. 

Tae TRIBUNE some time ago contained a 
full account of the scheme which proposed 
torunan underground railroad from some 
central point on the South Side through a 
tunnel under the river, and thence by the 
North Side to Lincoln Park and on out to 
Lake View and Lake Forest. it subsequent- 
ly published an interview on toe subject with 
Gen. William Sooy Smith, the well-known 
civil-engineer, who had been consulted by 
the promoters of the enterprise, and who ex- 
pressed the opinion that the project 
was an entirely feasible one. Since 
that time a good deal of the neces- 
sary ovreliminary work has deen 
accomplisted, both in the settlement of en- 
gineering questions and in the conduct of the 
financial operations in the Eart and abroad. 
Mr. E. C. Cole, the local head and front of 
the enterprise, informed a TRIBUNE reporter 
yesterday that there was a decided prospect 
that something more definit would be heard 
of the project before long. 

THE ESTIMATES OF THE ENGINEERS 
were that the cost of building and equipping 
the road would be something over $5,000,000, 
though his own idea was that the amount re- 
quired would be less. As to the finaucial ar- 
rangements, everything was going on swim- 
mingly, and when all the other preliminaries 
were sufficiently advanced the promoters of 
the enterprise would apply to the Council 
for a franchise. The route was the same as 
originally contemplated, no opposition would 
be made by the Chieago & Northwestern, 
and he did not think the construction of the 
proposed belt line arownd the city would at 
all interfere with them. Whether the road 
would run through the La Salle-street tun- 
nel, or whether the company would build a 
new tunnel under the river at Wells street, 
or some other street east of Wells, was as 
yet an unsettled question. Gen. Smith was 
of the opinion that the cost of fitting up and 
repairing the present tunnel would be about 
equal to the cost of building a new one, and, 
while that was probably true, still the fact 
remained that the tunnel was there, that 
it would give the road advantage’ of a 
straight line—which was the chief point 
in view—and that present tunnel 
sewer, being a small one, would need little 
changing around, whereas the construction 
of a new sewer in a new tunnel would in- 
volve a considerable outlay. The 

EQUIPMENTS OF THE ROAD— 
ete.—would be similar in 
a to those used on the New York 
Elevated Road, and the construction would 
be pushed so rapidly that the road would be 
completed in a year from time when 
ground was first broken. As Mr. Cole put 
it, the public wasin favor of the road, 
for that reason he did not think the Council 
would be disposed, or could afford, to refuse 
them a franchise, or throw anything in the 


way. 
THE NEW CITY RAILWAY COMPANY, 


to run through fifteen wards in all the di- 


visions of the city, and to charge but three 
cents instead of five, has been organized by 
the election of Directors. The name of the 
new corporation is the People’s Railway 
Company of Chicago. It proposes to lay 
forty miles of track, and to carry passengers 
for three cents each within one division, for 
five cents through two divisions, and for 10 
cents all through the city. Twenty-year 6 
per cent bonds will be issued to build the 
road, and the capital stock will be $300,000, 
The pian isto have four lines in the West 
Division, taking in Polk, Harrison, Adams, 
and Fulton streets; one in the Northwest Di- 
vision, taking in Division street; others on 
Franklin, La Salle, and Michigan streets; an- 
other on Michigan avenue from Adams to 
Michigan street; and still another running 
on North 1 | street from Division to 
Fullerton avenue, on Fullerton avenue to 
Clybourn avenue, on Clybourn avenue to 
Sophia street, and on Sophias t back to 
North Halsted street. Besides these lines 
there will be “cross-town feeders,” which 
will connect with all the main lines.

‘THE METHODIST MECCA. 


PREPARATIONS FOR THE ECUMENICAL CON- 
FERENCE IN LONDON. 


Lonpvon, Aug. 18.—For the past few days 
I have peered in and around the region of 
London least known to | Americans and 
rarely visited by tourists of any nationality. 
This may be concretely balled Finsbury. 
Once it was known by and still has the local 
name of Modrfields. Great moors formed 
this outer part of London on the north by 
west, and on these moors two windmills, 
which gave a part of the locality the name 


of Windmill Hill, and what is known as 
Windmill street. From Moorfields to the 
southern part of the great city road entered: 
London wall by the then opening called 
Moor-Gate, and now known as Moorgate 
street. Today the only remains of the old 
Roman London wall cau be seen in a little 
street in 
this lo- 


eality of Moorfields you can find Roman, 


avenue intersecting Moorgate 
this very Finsbury zone. In 


Greek, Russian, Scotch, Welsh, Quaker, 
and Wesleyan places of worship in 
close proximity, and, too, you can find here 
israel’s synagogs growing up with a historic 
wealth of past ages and present power never 
dreamed of 100 years ago by the supinest of 
Christians or the most zealous of faith fac- 
tionists. But at this moment the greatest 
interest hovers around what I have been 
pleased to style the Methodists’ Mecca. This 
is ‘the Wesleyan Chapel, situated about 
three-quarters of a mile due north on this 
city road from the Bank of England. It was 
founded on the very rainy Monday morning 
ot April 21, 1777, and on the moist and dis- 
mal Sunday afternoon of Nav. 1, 1775, it was 
completed and opened for dedicatory serv- 
ices. John Wesley was at this time in his 
7th year, hale, hearty, and holy. He 
reached a sermon on that day from part of 
zolomon's prayer, and I have just finished 
reading it in the very room -wherein he 
composed it—at the very table whereon he 
wrote it, and in the chair wherein he sat and 
studied it, in the “ Wesley House,” adjoin- 
this chapel. That part of the city road 
whereon the Wesleyan Chapel, or the Metho- 
dist Mecca, is situated is called Royal row. 
The ground leased for the grayeyard and 
the site of the chapel was originally skirted 
on tue front by little houses, designated as 
Royal row. But after giving John Wesley 
his lease, the city authorities, claiming terri- 
torial right of way, pulled down this row of 
houses, and opened up to the front the Wes- 
ley lot. This lot was 118 feet from north to 
south, or front, and 314 feet deep. On it was 
built the present chapel, which duly became 
larger by alterations, and is now big enough 
to hold comfortably the coming Ecumenical 
Conference delegates to the number of over 
the stipulated 400, and twice as many more, 
It is a square-built structure, solemn and 
solid-looking. Within it is more imposing 
than without. A fine, lofty, flat ceilin 
sheds a single gas “sunlight” of grea 
power over the rectangular pews and the 
great galleries. The pulpit stands out prom- 
inently in front of the recessed sanctuary, 
which is a sort of added ample alcove to the 
chancels, effectively lit up by three very 
large Windows. I noticed seme twenty-four 
or twenty-five monumental tablets in this 
chapel. Six or seven are within the com- 
munion rails, affixed to the walis. They are 
to the memory of the Rev. John Wesley, the 
Rev. John Fletcher, the Rey. Joseph Benson, 
on the north side, and om the south to the 
Dr. Thomas 


Coke, and the Rey. Adam Clarke. Outside 


the communion rails two monumental pillars 


to the memory of the Rey. Jabez Bunting, 

D., andthe Rev. Richard Watson are 
very effective to the visitor taking a coup 
d’wilof this interesting chapel from the en- 
trance door. Between the windows of the 
main walls other monuments can be seen. 
One attracted my attention, and I may be al- 
lowed to describe it. 

1 believe the inscription is attributed to one 
of Wesley’s own trustees, Dr. Whitehead. 
On the top of the tablet is a marble design 


typical of a globe and exhibiting Europe, | 


Asia, Africa, and America. This signilties 
the expanse of Methodism, I ‘suppose, all 
over the world. This globe is upheld by a 
Bible and liturgy, and the backs of two

sition, are a shepherd’s crook and winged 
trumpet, typical of gathering in the flock and 
the final summons of the angel of the Lord. 
Above all is a white floating cloud, through 
which the rays of light?“ to enlighten the 
world glint. Then comes the inscription, 
which at this season of Methodists’ meeting 
I may give from my note-book, as 1 stoppeil 
to copy it. It commencés with one of John 
Wesley’s own sentences: 
“ The best of ali is, God is with us.“ 
Sacred to the memory of 
The Rev. John Wesley, M. A. 
A man in learning and sincere piety scarcely 
inferior to any: in zeal, ministerial labors, 
and extensive usefulness superior, perhaps, 
to all men since the days of St. Paul. Re- 
gardless of fatigue, personal danger, and dis- 
Brace, he went out into the highways and 
1edges, calling sinners to repentance and 
ublishing the Gospel of peace. Ile was the 
ounder of the Methodist societies and tlie 
chief promoter and patron of the plan of 
itinerant preach which he extended 
through Great Britain and Ireland, the West 
Indies, and America with unexampled sue- 
cess. He was born the 17th June, 1703, and 
died the 2d of March, 1791, in sure and certain 
hope of eternal life threugh the atonement 
and mediation of a crucified Savior. 

He was sixty-five years in the ministry and 
fifty-two an itinerant preacher. He lived to 
seein three kingdoms only about 300 itiner- 
ant and 1,000 local preachers raised up from 
the midst of his owu people, and 80,000 per- 
sons in the societies under hiscare. His 
name will be ever held in grateful re- 
membrance by all who rejoice in tlie 
universal spread of the gospel of Christ.

Close to this monument is that of Jolin 
Wesley’s most potent defender, the renowned 
John Fletcher. I am told he is not buried 
here. Appropriate is the design of this tab- 
let. It represents the ark of the covenauit, 
typical of Fletcher’s evangelical thoughtfal 
zeal and his constant communing with his 
Maker. I can recollect one of the finest trib- 
utes to this divine given by a popular Method- 
ist in Petersburg, Va., some twenty-five 

ears ago, when F etcher’s combat on the 
‘ Antinonian * heresy created a revived sen- 
sation in those Virginia days. He was both 
at Nyon, in Switzerland, but became Vicar of 
Madly, in Shropshire, where he died and is 
buried. He was the meekness and the wis- 
dom indeed in the coadjutor of John Wesley. 
Benson’s tablet is a pediment/of scroliwork, 
the centre encircling a butterfly. A zealous 
I commentator, laborious and con- 
istent, was this orthodox Benson.

To 
scrolis are partly open, and on them are writ- 
ten Hebrew and Greek lines, indicating 
Adam Clarke’s mental vigor, varied learn- 
ing, and Christian zeal. But, indeed, “his 
praise is in all Christian churches,” and I 
need say no more of his character. Looking 
at his portrait yesterday, I was struck with 
his mouth, Itis large and loosely formed, 
yet indicat generous expression. Lis 
eyes are of a laughing, somewhat slyly crit- 
ical cast, and his long, curly halr serves to 
make a pleasing picture, be it a portrait or 
not. He was an extempore preacher, and 
made points telling truthful—a very 
rominent feature in his eloquent addresses, 
le looks like a dramatic courtier, with a 
three-cornered cocked hat on. In fact, it is 
one of our Colonial Revolutionary hats, and 
John Wesley was favorable to this head-gear 
which gave a Napoleonic style to some, an 
sedan chair carrier’s mode to others. A face 
like Adam Clarke’s became this style of hat, 
and.he seems to have been very fond of it, 
for he had his portraits always painted with 
his hat on. J 
The plain white marble slab with its in- 
scription to Lady Mary Fitzgerald also in- 
terests me. This lady left the fashionable 
world “and joined the faith” by the exer- 
tions of a noble relative. She was brought 
to death’s door by being set on fire through 
a slight accident. I leave the interiorof this 
chapel and go on to the rear of it, where lies 
the body of John Wesley. Of him the Chris- 
tain world knows all. I come to the front of 
the chapel and there see the monument to his 
mother. It is fourteen feet high and of 
Sicilian white marble. Such a sou and such 
a mother make examples worthy of those 
who would live and die well. I now go into 
the little adjoining house where Jehn Wes- 
ley lived and died. You can enter by the 
back. Itisa little, low-sized door, with a 
‘dingy coat of green paint and a small iron 
knocker to announce your presence. I pre- 
sent my card, and am at once shown to the 
reception-room of the present incumbent, the 
Rev. Mr. Ponder, who soon appears. He 
is a handsome man in his tace and 
a good man in his expression. And 
this is the room where John Wesley 
received his guests. It is about twenty 
feet square and of equal lofty proportions. 
Anold glazed book-case finely made and 
worthy of copying in this age of retrogressive 
art furniture is on the north side of the 
room. The chair in which John Wesley 
sat, studied, wrote, and conversed is on the 
west side between the two windows. It is to 
all appearance of hard Italian walnut, with 
but few joints. Not a Chippendale chair and 
not a Queen Anne absurdity. It is “early” 
enough in simplicity and charming enough 


any esthetic upholsterer and furniture manu- 
facturer if antply copied and called “ the 
Wesley chair.“ | find the rest of the articles 
in the room simple and few, but modern. 

go into the adjoining and communicating 
rooms. The first was Wesley’s bed-rooni. 
Here he died. In this little room, fourteen 
by eighteen feet, was his small and narrow 
bed. Itis now gone. His escritoire or up- 
right writing-desk is still there and where 
the bed stood. It is a peculiar and pretty 
desk. The inside of the doors ate pastec 
over with engraved portraits of . Wes- 
leyan  divines and zealous laymen. 
The china “crackley ” kettle of Westey is 
the occupant cf the book-shelves, and on it 
is the usual grace before meals that in those 
days marked piteher and platter, kettle and 
cup. It is one of those rotund, pale, yellow- 
ish-white earthenware Kettles, with astraight 
spout at an angle of 40 degrees elevation 
from the body. It has done duty in Savan- 
nah, Ga,, as well as in Finsbury, London. 
Near the desk is a tiny four-legged table, 
with all the marks of ** the slave of the lamp.’ 
On this John Wesiey wrote many a pungent 
letter. This room is lit by one window, and 
from it you can see the rear grave- yard where 
the great preacher lies mute, but whose 
spirit is abroad and aloud today. This win- 
dow casts aray of eastern light upon an oll- 
painting by some unknown hand and repre- 
setting indifferentiy John Wesley. Itisa 
poor painting of a pious preacher who toiled 
for £50 per annum. I learn that John Wes- 
ley was short in stature, below five feet five 
inches, spare in fignre, but generous in activ- 
ity. His face was of the long lean type, yet 
full of a beaming warmth that was inspiring. 
His nose was of that type Napoleon always 
picked bis best men from—a lung nose. His 
eyes were. light, lustrous, and large. tlis 
mouth energetic and prominent. He 
pussessed the face of a  Paul-like 
preacher, because it was ever saying some- 
thing directly and indirectly. A great, mov- 
ing face. Beyond this bedroom of Wesley is 
the merest apology r a room. It is a sort 
of giorified sentry. x. Here he had his 
papers filed away. n told that he lacked 
order as by rule o imb in arranging his 
papers, and vet h as most orderly in find- 
ing ail he wanted. is whole life was sys- 
tematic. On the wails of the kitchen, so 
small and so dark, and yet so cleanly, he had 
a placard to the effect that everybody should 
go to bed at 9 o’clock and get up at 5 in the 
morning. And they did, and were happy, 
wealthy, Ad wise! Icould sketch a pretty 
picture from my notes of John Wesley’s 
death-bed room, There the good Miss Ritchie 
and the saintly Mrs. bradford—there the sim- 
ple window received the morning rays of 
light on the 2d of March, 1791, as John Wes- 
ley feeébly. whispered, ‘* Farewell! Farewell!“ 
and his earthly light was put out; there the 
group of relatives and friends, who united to 
sing, with saddened hearts aud sweet voices: 

“ Wuiting to receive thy spirit, 
Lo! the Savior stands above, 
Shows the purchase of His merit, 
Reaches out the crown of love.’’ 


Now, look out, and you will see where the 
nursery of Methodism originated. It was 
called the Foundry,“ and stood alone to 
compete with the aerial architecture on 
In 1716 the British Govern- 
ment, ever alive to war trophies becoming 
materially or morally useful, resolved to es- 
tablish a smelting-furnace on Windmill Hill, 
southeast but a little distance from the pres- 
ent City Road burial grounds. Here the 
Duke of Marlborough’s great captured guns 
from the French armies were patriotically 
hauled by the populace and prepared for re- 
smelting by one Col. Armstreng, Inspector 
of Ordnanee. A strolling Swiss looked at 
the recasting molds and pronounced them 
defective by reason of dampness. But no 
British subject, and particularly an ordnance 
officer, could be instructed by a Swiss then 
or now. The melted brass was duly poured 
into the molds, and .then followed a fright- 
ful 111 and the death of some intelli- 
gent British artisans. Then public procia- 
mation was made for this Swiss to return 
and talk to Col. Armstrong. Ille came, he 
saw, and he conquered the British ordnance 
Officer, and proved the Moorfields was not 
the place for a foundry aud that Woolwich 
was. And the Swiss, Schalch by name, gave 
to England a lesson she has really con- 
descended to learn well. Then the Foundry 
became a vagant ruin on the highway. This 
was the cheap and attractive place for the 
preachers driven out of churches, and here 
John Wesley first called the tirst Ecumenical 
Conference known to Methodists. This event 
is noted down as taking place in the Foundry 
on June 25, 1744, and it continued for five 
days. Six clericals and four laymen were 
present. The program was: First. What 
to teach?” second, “ How to teach?“ third, 
What to do to regulate doctrine, discipline 
and practice?“ Here, then, the cradle and 
the nursery of Methodism. its 
boundaries and its growth? 

When I contemplate 4,000,000 American 
Methodists, with their vast appliances of 
pulpits and prayer-meetings on the high 
rouds and hedges, in chapels and meeting- 
houses, their schools and their books, their 
citizenship and their industries, 1 may be 
pardoned in devoting one entire letter to 
them. 1 could give twenty more, and tell 
much not yet published of the cradle and the 
Mecca of Methodism’ in this zone where 
more millions are now to be represented by 
clerical and lay delegates on the coming 7t 
of September than have ever been before 
congregated in this moving and mighty 
Christian and un-Christian age, when the 
armor of righteousness is to be buckled on 
by every true man te fight the good fight. 


RITUALISM IN ENGLAND. 
“THE ECCLESIASTICAL COURTS REGUI.A- 
TION III.“ costs AND SEQUESTRATION 
~-MR. GREEN AND HIS COMPANIONS. LN 
TRIBULATION .— LEGISLATIVE INTERFER-

a bill which had for its object the release 
from prison of the Rey. Mr. Green, of Miles 


Platting, and which had been hurried | 


through the House of Lords, has fallen 
through for the season. It was brought up 
on Tuesday evening by Mr. Beresford Hope, 
a warm friend of the Ritualists, for a second 
reading in the Commons, when the House was 
suddenly counted out, The contumacious 
priest must, therefore, submit to his fate 
until Parliament reassémbles. The absorb- 
ing interest which has been universally taken 
in the Irish Land bill has prevented the gen- 
eral public from giving to the politico-eecle- 
siastical question the attention and consider- 
ation which it deserves and which otherwise 
it would have had. It isa question on which 
public opinion in England is much divided. 
Among rich and poor alike, in political and 
ecclesiastical circles, in town and in country, 
the imprisoned clergy have friends as weil 
as foes. If by the one class they are de- 
nounced as schismatics and disturbers of the 
peace, by the other class they are regarded as 
martyrs for liberty, for conscience, for the 
truth; and if the Bishops, as a rule, are op- 
posed to them and unwilling to grant relief, 
workingmen’s societies in London and else- 
where convey to them their sympathy and 
proclaim the iniquity of the laws under 
which such things can be done. 

The three clergymen who now command 
most attention are the vs. T. Pelham Dale, 
R. W. Enraght, and S. F. Green. The two 
former are no longer in prison, byt are under 
suspension from office. Naturally, therefore, 
interest centres most in Mr. Green. Each 
has allowed himself. to be taken to prison 
rather than change his opinions or his prac- 
tice. They are, therefore, companions in 
sympathy, as they have been and as they still 
wre in tribulation. 
clergymen im the Church of England who 
hold the opinions of those proscribed priests, 
and who even now habitually indulge in the 
Ritualistie practices for which they have been 
condemned and for which they now suffer 
and, from the sympathy which the case of 
Mr. Green in particular has evoked, it is 
abundantly manifest that Ritualistie observ- 
ances have found favor with a large number 
of the English people. This whole body, 
clerical and lay, identifies itself with the in- 
dividual sufferers and makes the cause com- 
mon. It is this fact which gives importanee 
to the entire affair. Punishment does not 
reach all the offenders, and even if it did it 
would not root out the disease, 

Dr. Pusey regards Mr. Green. as a hard- 
working, devoted priest, torn from his peo- 

le, whom he loved, and by whom he was 
oved in return, and immured in a jail for 
felony, instead of laboring for souls for whom 
Chrigt died, and all because he could not 
read a ‘not’ into a simple direction of the 
Prayer Book.“ Dr. Pusey doubtless cor- 
rectly expresses the general sentiment of the 


Ritualists. Whatever be the merit or demerit, 


of Mr. Green, however righteous or unright- 
eous his punishment, it is undeniable that he 
bas suffered—sutfered so severely as to com- 
mand adeep and widespread sympathy. It 
is bad enough for such a man—a man de- 
voted to his work and accustomed to all the 
amenities of life—to be immured in a com- 
mon prison, condemned to idleness, and shut 
off from all the comfortsJof home. This, how- 
ever, it appears, does not complete the sum of 
Mr. .Green’s sufferings. It is unnec- 
essary to go into all the details of 
Mr. Green’s offense ana imprison- 
ment. His primary offense was persistent 
indulgence in ritualistic practices. The of- 
fense, however, for which he suffers impris- 
onment is entitled “contumacy and in con- 
tempt.”’ The peculiarity of the case called 
for the interference of the Lord Chancellor 
aml it was under the direction of the Lord 
Chancellor that Mr. Green was arrested and 
lodged in Lancaster Jail. Mr. Green was 
coudemned by Lord Penzance in the costs of 
the several proceedings of the Chancery 
Court of the —— of York. These costs 
were taxed, and, as they were not paid, the 
Lord Chancellor first ordered sequestration 
to issue, and then ordered Mr, Green’s fur- 
niture to be sold. It wes declared by the 
Lord Chancellor at the same time that the 
profits ef Mr. Green’s. living could not be 
taken until all his temporal property had 
been exhausted. Mr, Dale has since found 
himself in a simpar predicament. In his 
extremity Mr. Green appealed to the House 
of Lords; but that House has since dismissed 
the appeal without. however, adding costs 
aggainst the appelfant, 

It would have been strange indeed if, under 
these accumulated and accumulating trou- 
bles, Sympathy had not deen calied forth on 
behalf of the imprisoned and much-suffering 
clergyman. It was in these circumstances 
that the petition was sent to the Home Secre- 
tary urging Mr. Green’s release, and that the 
proposal was made to send a simjlar petition 
direct to her Majesty. This sympathetic feel- 
ing found its way to the House of Lords, and 
Lord Beauchamp introduced what he called 
The Ecclesiastical Courts Regulation bill,“ 
the real object of which was to secure the 
release of Mr. Green. ‘This bill revealsin a 
striking manner the peculiarities of English 
law. ‘The law under which Mr. Green was 
imprisoned was passed in 1813. In its 
original form it prescribed imprisonment 
as a means of enforcing the orders of a 
court: it made no provision for release. It 
was amended in 1840 to meet the case of a 
certain Mr. Thorogood, who was im- 
prisoned because he refused to pay Church 
rates and for ‘disregarding the citation to 
appear before an ecciesiastical court, and 
hence it was called Thorogood’s act. In its 
amended form it allows the release of a 
prisoner incarcerated under a writ de con- 
tunance capiendo at the expiration of six 
months with the consent of the other parties 
to the suit. It is now proposed to further 
amend the bill by omitting the proviso re- 
quiring the consent of the other parties to 
the suit. If Lord Beauchamp’s amended 
bill had been carried it would have provided 
for six months’ imprisonment without any 
qualifications. In such a case Mr. Green 
would have been a free man at the expira- 
and of six months from March 19, the date 
of his imprisonment. It will thus be seen 
that the counting out of the House on Tues- 
day last, and their setting aside the bill until 
the reassembling of Parliament, was soine- 
what of a misfortune to Mr. Green person- 
ally, and also to the ritualists generally. So 
far as the law is concerned, Mr. Green must 
remain in prison until Parliament shall have 
met and taken some suitable action in the 
matter. 

It is not improbable that Lord Beauchamp’s 
Ecclesiastical Courts Regulation bill may 
be taken up and pushed through on the re- 
assembling of the Houses. It would not be 
wonderful, however, if it were made to give 
way to sume more comprehensive measure. 
U meets a difficulty, but it does not meet the 
whole case. Mr. Green, for example, under 
such a law, would be free at the expiration 
of his six months’ term of imprisonment— 
free to go forth and tree to obey the law. 
Unfortunately, however, he would be free 
also to disobey it, and unless some radical 
clfange has passed over him what likelihood 
is there that he would not disobey it? What 
then? It is difficult) indeed, as the Arch- 
bishop of Canterbury well puts it, to under- 
stand “how a gentieman with such convie- 
tions as Mr. Green has is to kept 
out of prison after he has once 
been released—how he is to be pre- 
vented from getting into prison again.“ 
As was pointed out in these columns last 
Sunday, Mr. Green is his own jailer. By ex- 
pressing a willingness to conform to the re- 
quirements of the law he could command his 
immediate release. It is quite evident that 
the British Parliament has not yet found out 
a cure for this peculiar. ecclesiastical disease 
ealled rituatism. Mr. Green and his com- 
panions in difticulty might do well to Imi- 
tate the example of Stopford Brooke—step 
down and out of the establishment. But 
this, it is to be feared, is an extremity on 
which they do not calculate. It will not be 
wonderful, however, if as the result of the 
labor of the Royai Commission, already tak- 
ing evidence as to the working of the eccle- 
Siastical courts, some such action should be 
forced upon them, The present condition of 
things in the Chureh of England is neither 
dignified nor becoming.

tory survey of the whole subject. Whatever 
may be said of other portions of the New 
Testament we think it will be — ad- 
mitted that in this Epistle the changes have 
improved the old translation. They are such 
as make the English version conform more 
completely to the Greek original. If this be 
true the revisers have done a good work for 
the Chureh. If it be true with regard to all 
the New Testament books, the work which 
they have done will remain as a bi@ssing to 
the readers of these books for generations to 
come. But the blessing will only in the 
clearer presentation of the Divine truth, and 
therefore it will be only to the glory of God.“ 


The citizens of Hinsdale have undertaken 
the completion of the Union Congregational 
Church, work on which was discontinued 
after the panic of 1873. After that time the 
basement was used for efvurch services, but 
the recent large attendance and increasing 
interest has demanded better facilities. ‘The 
society is indebted to William Robbins, of 
that place, for a gift of the church lot and of 
the greater portion of the expense which, up 
to this time, has been incurred. Much of 
the material is now on hand for the comple- 
tion of the work. The estimated expense is 
about $5,500. It was thought that if the 
people of the Village subscribed $3,000 the 
remainder could be procured through con- 
tributions by the wealthy churches of this 
city, but so great has been the local enthu- 
siasm that over 35,000 has already been sub- 
scribed, mostly by the people of the village. 
The building will be constructed of stone 
surmounted by a tower. The contracts will 
be let early in the present month, and the 
building inelosed by the ist of December. 
The pastor, the Rev. Mr. Ellis, has greatly 
endeared himself to the people, and it is 
greatly owing to his ministry and general 
efforts that the citizens of the placeof all 
shades of rehgious belief have so generously 
responded to the calls made upon thein. 


The Roman Catholic Church makes prog- 
ress in Norway, according to Mgr. Bernard, 
Prefect-Apostolie of that country, who writes 
to the Missions Catholiques from Christiania: 
Jam happy to inform you that the year 1880 
has been marked by consoling progress. In 
our various stations there have been some 
fifty conversions. The Prefecture-Apostolic 
has had its members increased by a small 
community of missions of La Salette, who 
are established at Trondhjeim; the Chureh 
of the Sacred Heart has been blessed and 
opened for worship. Thestations of Hamer- 
fest (Lapland), Tromo, and Alten are devel- 
oping. The station of Frederickstaat, re- 
cently opened under. the direction of M. 
Kjelsberg, a Norwegian missionary, contin- 
ues to score many conversions, and we shag 
have ere long to think of building a church, 
with its presbytery and school. . Fredericks- 
hald, favored with a special mission, is also 
making palpable prog At Christiania, 
the capital, and at Bergén, which ranks as 
the second town in the kingdom, the church- 
es of St. Olaf and St. Paul are well attended, 
and especially in the capital, the returns to 
Catholicism increase every year. The Sisters 
of St. Joseph, who are now quite popular, 
feel encouraged in their idea of opening a 
Small hospital. This year we have to thank 
Divine Providence tor having led the Gov- 
ernment to increase our religious liberties 
and give a fresh proof of its spirit of fairness 
towards all its subjects.” 

BISHOP HAVEN ON DEATH. 

The late Bishop E. O, Haven in June last 
senttothe Christian Advocate an article 
entitled Light and Darkness in the Last 
Hours,” accompanying it with a note in 
which he said: This will do as well at one 
time as another. i write it at this time be- 
cause I felt like it, and believe that its publi- 
cation might do good.” The editor laid the 
articles one side temporarily, intending to 
keep it until some event lent it peculiar sig- 
nificance. Its publication now follows the 
death of the B * himself. In the course 
of the article Bishop Haven said: One 
characteristic of Christian comfort in the de- 
parting hour is the apparent absence 
of all conscious. bracing up tor the 
occasion. The Christian does not seem 
to be neryed to meet a foe. He is peace- 
fully or joyfully about to start on 
journey, and he seems to feel no lack 
pleasant society on the wav. It is a parting 
without the usual grief on his side. 
Some Christians, perhaps foolishly, indulge 
fears about death. It is really to one who 
diesa matter of no consequence at all 
whether it is slow or sudden, attended witia 
peace or joy, or not. 1 have long since de- 
termined to indulge eonsciously no choice 
on the subject. But it js noticeable that 
some who have feared it have been wonder- 
fully sustained when the dreaded moment 
came.” ‘The article closes as follows: An 
English philosopher could relieve the uncon- 
cealed anxiety of his later hours by a fan- 
cied dialog between Himself and the ferry- 
man who should bear his soul over the fan- 
cied river; the old Roman could cover his 
face, and turn to the wall and die; it is left 
to the Christian to remain unmoved and pas- 
sive, and receive the summons which thrills 
the soul with the foretasted joys of Heaven.“ 

THE AIX-LA-CHAPELLE CATHEDRAL. 

Since the completion of the Cologne Cathe- 
dral the band of German architects who ac- 
complished that great work have naturally 
been looking out for some other undertaking 
of similar character, German ardor like- 
wise seems more willing to expend itself in 
great works of restoration and completion 
than original achievement. The  restora- 
tion of Sirasburg Minster was long con- 
sidered, but finally it has been decided that 
Aix-la-Chapelle shall be the next great na- 
tional undertaking. This beautiful basilica 
dates back to the time of Charlemagne, and is 
far richer than Cologne in Archeological in- 
terest and historical associations. ILudeed, 
no other building in Germany ean claim such 
a momentous past as that which contains the 
tomb of the first German Emperor. It is, of 
course, a national duty that such a building 
should be preseryed as far as possible, but it 
is doubtful whether posterity will thank the 
present age for its completions and reconstruc- 
tions. One of the main proposals at Aix-la- 
Chapelle is to rebuild the tower of the eastern 
facade, which was burned down two centu- 
ries ago. This is to be rebuilt according to 
the original design; but it is not stated how, 
in the nineteenth century, the faith and as- 
pirations are to be reconstructed ont of which 
such buildings grew, as it were, spontane- 
ously, in medieval times. Now, at best, all 
that can be attained fs a forced imitative con- 
struction, not a free growth; and, this being 
the case, it might be wiser for the present 
age to express iis own thoughts and science, 
rather than ar to turn back to the de- 
signs of an age of faith, when the faith neec- 
essary for carrying them out has long been 
dead.—London Academy.
